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New HITECH Investment Opportunities!

In February of 2016, CMS and ONC published a State Medicaid Director (SMD) letter
that updates the guidance for Medicaid HITECH funding for Health Information
Exchange (HIE). It now allows states to use the 90 percent federal match funds to
support other Medicaid providers that an Eligible Hospital or Eligible Professional
needs to connect to demonstrate Meaningful Use.

The Health Care Authority (HCA) can now better support all types of providers serving
Medicaid consumers including medical providers, behavioral health providers,
substance abuse treatment providers, long-term care providers (including nursing
facilities), home health providers, pharmacies, laboratories, correctional health
providers, emergency medical service providers, public health providers, and other
Medicaid providers.

HCA is now pursuing these federal monies. To inform our initial request, HCA has
conducted the first round of a multi-year environmental scan to better understand the
current state of interoperability between Medicaid providers and to develop a prioritized
investment plan to further advance the level of health information sharing. The
documentation will be submitted within the next month to CMS and to the state budget
offices for funding consideration.

We had well over 700 responses to the provider survey and a diverse group of
attendees at the 6 focus groups. We also gained valuable information from targeted
interviews to refine the analysis.

Thank you very much for your participation and we look forward to working with you in
future phases of the scan.

Clinical Data Repository (CDR) Update

In collaboration with the state HIE, OneHealthPort (OHP), we have continued
preparations for the CDR rollout later this year. Activities have been underway in
several areas:

e Meeting with providers and vendors to troubleshoot technical and other
challenges

e Continuing webinars and meetings with various stakeholder groups

e Analyzing relevant policies and procedures for changes needed due to the
CDR

e  Working with DSHS and DOH to identify CDR users and business process
impacts

e Finalizing a data classification white paper (version 1) as guidance for EHR
vendors and providers as they prepare their data (i.e. assigning standard
confidentiality codes) before sending to the CDR.

e Addressing technical and policy questions related to the Provider Directory
and other topics

e  Developing initial training materials
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In addition, OneHealthPort is offering monthly webinars for EHR vendor and provider
organizations. Their readiness efforts are continuing in parallel with those of the state.

UPCOMING “MEDICARE” DEADLINE OF 10/1/2016:

This is to avoid the 2017 payment adjustment from Medicare (not Medicaid). If you are
a Medicare provider, then you must attest to either Medicare or Medicaid before
10/1/16. Although Medicaid does “not” have do payment adjustments, your attestations
are reported to CMS/Medicare for this purpose. This is for first time Meaningful Use
(MU) participants.
